Spittle being continually ſwallowed 
down, and adhering to the Gut, the more 
fluid part of it is diſſolved by the continual 
Conflux of Choler, and the Juice of the 
Pancreas, or Sweet-bread , in the ſmall 
Guts. 

If Choler (which abounds with a bit- 
ter volatile Lixivial Salt) be mixt with the 
Juice of the Pancreas, which is naturally 
ſouriſh, (as bath been ſufficiently evinced 
by the indefatigable Induſtry of the moſt 
ingenious Anatomiſt, Regnerus de Graaf) 
they muſt of neceſſity ſtir up an Efferve- 
ſcency in their Concourſe there. As long 
as the aforeſaid Humours are well temper- 

cd, the Efferveſcency will be mild, and 
friendly to Nature, and therefore cannot 
be W ed in healthy People. 

The Humours riſing from this mild Ef. 
ferveſcency,pierceth into the Lacteal Veins,

Heart ; from wende it citculates with the 


ſpirituous Blood and Lymphz, vitia as, 
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and corrupting the whole Maſs of it with 
its fexmental Acrimony: Which is the 
Cauſe of moſt Chronical Diſeaſes, as the 
famous Franciſcus de le Boe Sylvius, hath 
accurately obſerved. | 
I the acrid Humours do affect the Head, 
N it may cauſe moſt Diſtempers incident to 
it, as Head-ach, Convulſions, Epilepſie, 
Palſie, Apoplexy, G. 
If it invades the Lungs, it cauſeth Diffi- 
culty of Breathing, Inflamations, Ulcers, 
and Phthiſis, or Conſumption. 
If it penetrates the Membrane Pleura, it

the more acrid and fervid; andcirculati

E * E Palſie is called in Greek T2eAu- 
ak, quod af, i c. a folvendo, pro. 
eo quod nervorum genus reſolutum, facultate ani- 
mi defluere prohibita ſenſu motuque deſtituatur. 

It may be alſo called jwwnartir, i. e. di- 
midia Apoplexia. | 

In Latin it is called nervorum reſolutio vel 
relaxatio. 
It is a Privation of ſenſe and motion of one 
ſide of the Body, or of ſome particular part. 

The Apoplexy is called in Greek 277TAr- Apoplexid 
E/z , ex dmomAompuai, percutior , attonitum 
reddo. 

In Latin tis called /upor corporis, it being 
an Abolition of ſenſe and motion through 


the whole Body. 


The parts affected are the Brain, Spinalis 
medulla and Nerves ; the motion of the Ani- 


mal ſpirits through them being depravd. * 


The cauſes are either external, or internal. C. 
The external is much cold and moiſture, 


 Whichdoth chill and over moiſten the Head, 


and extreme parts; and this ſeems to prove Cauſe in» 
that phlegmatick and watry Humours abi- erna! 


ding about the Ventricles of the Brain, and 


Nerves, 
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Nerves, may over moiſten, and perhaps ſo 
far looſen the Tunicles or Membranes of 
them, that it may render them unfit to let 
the Animal ſpirits paſs through them; 
hence it is that ſometimes one particular 
Member hath been Paralytick by too much 
Cold and Moiſture ; and ſometimes more 


parts have more or leſs loſt ſenſe and motion. 


It is the opinion of moſt eminent Phyſici- 
ans both ancient and modern ; that the Ani- 
mal ſpirits being ſevered from the Bloud in 
the Brain,&c. are from thence carried through 
all the Nerves to exerciſe the external ſenſes 
and Animal motion; which is continual and 
equal in healthy perſons, but changeable and 
unequal, according to the divers diſeaſes of 


the Body or Mind. 


Whereforewhen no Animal ſpirits are car- 
ried to the Organs of the external Senſes, or 
Animal motion; the functions of ſeeing, 
ſmelling, taſting, hearing and touching: 
and the ſenſe of heat, as all of motion in the 
Palſie and Apoplexy, ceaſe all that time. 

The Signs of the Palſie are manifeſt; to 
Wit, deprivation of ſenſe and motion of the 
Paralytick parts; the Eye, and half the 
Tongue, ( vix. of that ſide affected) is much 
weakned, and deprav d. 

The ſigns of the Apoplexy approaching 
are theſe, a ſudden crying out for help, with 
an abolition of ſenſe and motion.

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1. If the Palſie, or Apoplexy do invade the 
ſick in the decreaſe of the Moon, and the Pa- * 
tient be old, tis an ill ſign. |

The internal cauſe, is a Narcotick force 
mix d with the Animal ſpirits, bred by de- 
grees in the Body, by the frequent uſe of 
opiats, not well corrected, which not onely 
dulls the mind, but cauſerh a ſhggiſhneſs of 

the whole Body; for the Animal motion 
being deprav'd, the external, as well as in- 
ternal ſenſes, will be thence ſoon infected, 
and defifd. 

Theſe diſeaſes are all very Aer ande Progs.

The Phrenſie is an inflammation of the 
Brain and Meninges, both the dura and pia 
mater; cauſing an acute continual. Fever, 
which remains from the firſt moment of 
its invaſion, . to the laſt of its duration, 


thence a delirium, and ravi 


Madneſs, to- 


gether with great trouble of mind, afflicts 


the ſick in a ſuperlative manner. 


Madneſs is called in Greek wavie, a le 


ſanta. 
It is a furious alienation of the mind, or a 


inſanio, tis called in Latin ament ia, furor, in- 


vehement delirium without a Fever; in 
which it differs from the Phrenſie. 

I know there are not wan 
of great Phyſicians, who have Written very 
learnedly of theſe diſeaſes; but omitting; the 
opinion of others; I ſhall in a few words

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relate that which ſeems true to me, to be 
the cauſe of theſe furious diſtempers. 

None who are ingenious : Searchers. of 
Traths and have weighed accurately ( with 
an attentive mind ) both the fabrick and 
ways, or Veſſels of the containing Body, 
and the natural motion of the Bloud, and 
other humours ; will deny, that almoſt im 
numerable diſeaſes do ariſe from the vitious 
efferveſcency of over fat Choler, the too 


tart Pancreat juice, and over viſcous Phlegm, 


flowing together in the ſmall guts; for by 
this vitiated mingling not onely hurtfull 
humours are produc'd, but often wind, and 
halituous Vapours, cauſing much harm to 
humane Bodies. 1 


Wherefore I judge, when Phlegm i is very Cauſe. 


viſcous, or otherwiſe vitious, and the juice 
of the Pancreas too tart and harſn; ſharp 
halituous Vapours are thence produc; d, ele- 
vated from the ſmall guts, becauſe of a viti- 
ous efferveſcency there raisd; and thence 
continually aſcending to the Head; and 
with the ſpirituous Bloud, circulate 1 into the 
Ventricles of the Brain, by which the Ani 
mal ſpirits are vitiated, and troubleſomely 
 movd, and hindred of natural reft and trar» 
quillity ; therefore 'tis no wonder that the 
Empty mind of the ſick is thereby diſturb d, 
and at length the ſick became of tracted and 
mad. r 

aA | But 
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But if Choler be predominant, theſe Va- 
pours become very cholerick and acrimoni- 
ous;which rarifies the Bloud by degrees more 


and more; ſo that at length the heat and bur- 


ning Fever in the Heart,(and thence through 
the whole Body ) is encreaſed by Choler 
ſucceſſively over-ruling, which cauſeth the 
Phrenſie. 

No marvel then if heat, pain, and inflam- 
mation, and pulſation of the Head do chiefly 
vex the ſick in this grievous diſtemper; ſee- 
ing no part of the Body hath ſo many Ar- 
teries, and receives ſo much Bloud as the 
Head; wherefore the pulſation of the Tem- 
ples is felt more troubleſome than elſewhere, 
becauſe of the remarkable windings of the 


Brain, through which great Arteries are 


carried ; from whence great watchings, and 
at length raving Madneſs do moleſt the 


ſick. 


But there ſtill remains ſomething requiſite 
to be ſet down, as the chief cauſe of theſe, 
and moſt other diſtempers, which ought not 


to be deſpisd (either by Jew or Gentile ) 


ſeeing we have the word of God for it; 


and that is the crying ſins of Mankind 


continually drawing God's Judgments on 
them. 

You may reade the 28h; Chapter of Deu- 
teronomie, where the Prophet Moſes enume- 


rates the many diſeaſes, with which God

Thoſe poor creatures who have been 
miſerably afflicted with theſe furious di- 
ſeaſes, and happily recovered; can tell by 


.- fad experience, that they have been many 


times hurried almoſt to deſperation, by the 
cunning wiles and temptations of Satan; 


which hath prevaild on many to lay vio- 


lent hands on themſelves ; from which let 


us pray, libera nos Domine. 


r. The Phrenſie is a moſt acute and dange- Prog. 


rous diſeaſe, inſomuch that it ends moſt com- 
monly in ſeven days ; for in that time itei- 
ther terminates by the recovery of the ſick, 


or elſe they go over the threſhold of the o- 


ther world. 1 4 

2. If the Phrenetical party hath a Criſis ei- 
ther by ſweating, bleeding at the noſe or Hæ- 
morrhoids,&c. or a tumour appear behind the 
Ears, there is hopes of recovery: but if the 
ſick gnaſh with his teeth, and his Excrement 
and Urine be whitiſh, and no Criſis appear,

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tis mortal; ſo likewiſe is it very pernicious, if 
it turn either to the Lethargy, or Convulſion. 

In the Mania or Madnels, if the ſtomach

And that we may pals on to the cure of 


theſe: lamentable diſeaſes : let the Aer

. ſpeedy. help be procur d for the Phrenſie, it 


killeth the party in a ſhort time : and like- 
wiſe: Mania or Madneſs becomes oft (by de- 
grees) ſo ſtubborn, and rebellious, that it 
can be curd onely late or never. 

Ttherefore the friends of the ſick are to be 
admoniſh d to conſult with the honeſt Phyſi- 
cian, ſo ſoon as the ſigns begin to be mani- 
feſt ; for when it bath taken deep root, it is 
hard to be eradicated, or overcome, unleſs by 
an Herculean labour. 

Firſt therefore let a Clyſter be adminiſtred.

In the beginning when the moiſture begins 
to fail, the Hectick Fever is not eaſily diſcer- 
ned becauſe there is ſtill ſufficient moiſture 
to entertain the natural heat; but if (by the 
long continuance of the Hectick Fever) the 
radical moiſture of the ſolid parts begins to 
conſume, it may then be eaſily known, for 
there follows a continual and lingring lean- 
neſs of the whole body; which being re- 


due d to its extremity, may be call'd in Greek 


paezowsdvs rvgi)is,and in Engliſh an extenuating 


Fever. 


The Latin Authours call it Marcor, which 


ſignifies Corruption or Rottenneſs. It is an 
immoderate dryneſs, and Conſumption of 


the whole body, by reaſon of the defect of 
the ſubſtantial humidity. 
There are two degrees of it according to 


the body is in fieri, in conſuming ; the other 
is when it is in facto eſſe, or conſummate ; 
in which the body is reduc'd to ſuch lean- 
neſs, that it ſeemeth to be nothing elſe but 
a walking Sceleton, 

The cauſes of an Hectick Feyer, are Exe 
The 


- 
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The External cauſes are all that may occa- 
ſion any of the other Fevers, for oſt times 
Hectick Fevers are obſerv'd to follow other 
diſeaſes, and eſpecially Fevers of one day, 
proceeding from a great errour in Diet, and 
alſo from continual; and intermitting, Fevers, 
when they are very vehement ; but moſt 
frequently from Inflammations of the Bowels, 
eſpecially of the Lungs, for when an Ulcer 
follows, then the whole maſs of bloud is in- 


fected by matter, and gets a ſingular gluti- 


nouſneſs ; which being communicated to the 
other humours, ſpoils them with the ſame 
fault, and renders them unfit to perform the 
natural Functions rightly. 

Sometimes Hectick Fevers are obſerv'd to 
ariſe immediately from exceſs of the nonna- 
tural things, as moſt vehement anger, too 
much watchings, immoderate forrow, con- 
tinued labour, want of food, &c. 

The Internal cauſe is, the over viſcouſneſs 
of the bloud and humours, becauſe of which 
not onely the appetite of all food is dimini- 
ſhed, and at length dejected, but the nou- 
riſhment of all the parts of che body is dayly 
decreas'd ; for when there is loathing of food, 
then fermentation, ſeparation of uſeſull from 
unuſefull parts, ſanguification, generation 


of the Animal Spirits, Sc. is hindred and de- 


ſtroyed; whence the toughineſs, and flug- 
giſhneſs of Chaler, Spittle, the juice of the

| Pancreas, and Lympha, is dayly augmented, 


and the evil becomes by degrees greater, and 
at length incurable. 

If you perceive that there is ſo much of 
the radical moiſture remaining, as 1s able to 
cherriſh the natural heat, which you may 
diſcern, if the colour of the body be freſh, if 
the figure be decent, if the proportion of the 
parts be according to nature, and the ſick 
can (in ſome good meaſure) perform all ac- 
tions, you may conceive ſome hopes of re- 
covery. 

But if the Body be extenuated , almoſt 
like a Sceleton, viz. when the body ſeemeth 
to be nothing elſe but Skin and Bone, (agthe 
vulgar proverb is) acquaint the ſick With 
the danger, leaſt Death ſeize upon them un- 
prepared. | 

Nevertheleſs, if the ſick implore your aid 
of Chriſtian Charity, withdraw not what 


comfort you are able to procure unto them.

The Cure of a Conſumption, and Hectick 
Fever, will differ not a little, according to 
the diverſity of cauſes producing them. 

When an Hectick Fever comes with, or 
ſucceeds Fevers with or without fits, then 
upon their account, the cure may be varied 
according to the divers harm of the hu- 
mours, differently peccant. 

If a Conſumption, or Hectick Fever, be 


the 
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the Lungs, &c. then you muſt endeavour to 
free the bloud and humours from matter, 
which may be done by any Antimonial me- 
dicine rightly prepared, perhaps before all o- 
thers ; whether they be Diaphoreticks, Pur- 
gers, or Vomiters, as experience doth ma- 
nifeſt; for it hath been obſerv'd, (even in a 
Phrhiſick, and an inveterate great Ulcer of 
the Lungs) to bring away a good quantity 
of matter, by Stool and Urine, ſo that then 
for many days, no matter was caſt forth by 
a Cough 

Among common things, all Vulnerary 
plants ate good uſed in Decoctions. Let 
this 1 5 like it, be a form of a Decoction 
in this caſe. 


Take the Roots of Plantain, Comfry 4 
Round-birthwort, Liquoriſh , of each two 


3 ounces ; Fennel, Scabious, Plantain, of each 


two handfulls; Figs, Raiſons of the ſun ſto- 
ned, of each four ounces; let them be all 
cleanſed, bruiſed and boiled in three quarts 
of Barley-water till a third part be boiled a- 
way; then ſtrain it, and add Syrups of 
Hore-hound, and Hyflop, of each two oun- 
ces; Laudanum opiatum ten grains. Mix it. 
Let the fick drink two ounces of this Decoc- 
tion oft in a day; and if you add one or two 
drops of Balſam of Sulphur with Oil of An- 
niſe-ſeed to every draught, it will be the more

mony, is moſt excellent in this diſtemper, if it 
may be had, which may be taken as the Bal- 
fam of Sulphur. . 

- Alſo: thoſe medicines may be uſed which 
mildly amend and correct the viſcouſneſs, and 
glutinouſneſs of all the humours ; for which 
I commend all mild Aromaticks, and Oily 
Volatile Salts, as that cut and alter every

Thoſe medicines are to be ſelected as do 


| moſt conduce to, and agree with the con- 


ſtitution of every. ſick perſon. 

Vitriolated Tartar is an excellent medicine, 
which will agree with all conſtitutions, and 

may be taken from ten to twenty grains (e- 
very other morning) in a little warm Broth. 

Alſo the following medicine is very ef- 
fectual. | 

Take the Powder of Cream of Tartar, 

and Tartar Vitriolated, of each half a 
drachm ; Volatile Salt of Harts-horn, Salt 
of Amber, of each ten grains. Mix it for 
two doſes, which may be taken in Chicken 
Broth, in the morning. 

- Theſe choice medicines will conduce much 
to cleanſe the bloud and humours from all 
purulent matter, if there be any hopes of the 
Patient's recovery. | 

All Effuſions of Bloud, Seed and Milk,

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are to be ſnun d, except the wonted em 
ings, which are natural and ſerve the n. 
vidual. 

Let the motions of the Mind be moderate, 
and the exerciſe of the Body be gentle, and 
let ſleep and watchings keep a mediocrity. 

Appoint a moiſtning and nouriſhing Dier, 

which is of eaſie fermentation, as Broch. and 
Jellies of young Creatures, and Milk of 
Goats, Sheep and Cows, and chiefly of 
wholſome Women. 
A Panado made with the Broth of. a 
Chicken, the Crums of White-bread, and the 
Yelk of a new laid Egg, may ſometimes be 
given the ſick for a change. 

Let cooling Herbs be boiled in the Broth, 
and Jellies ; adding other ingredients that 
are cooling, moiſtning and cordial, both to 
{ſtrengthen Nature, and revive the Spirits. 


Let the fick drink Barley-water , made 


pleaſant with ſome Pectoral Syrup ; "and if 
they have been accuſtomed to drink Wine, 
let it be well diluted with water. 

As for Fruit, Apples are much commended, 
eſpecially Pippins,and Permains, which will 
much refreſh the ſick. If the Patient be coſ- 
tive, you may ſometimes adminiſter a Qyſter 
of Milk and the yelk of an Egg. 

The worſt ſymptome that can attend ec 
diſeaſes, is a Looſneſs; if it ſo happen, 
Goats or Cows milk, wherein "ſteel hath b

Of the Palpitation of the Heart. 


HIS Diſeaſe is called in Greek las 
mauis, and in Latin, palpitatio Cordis, 
am te mine, quod leviter ac frequenter com- 
movet ; becauſe there is an over frequent 
Pulſation or leaping of Bloud in the Heart,&c. 

It is a Convulſive motion of the Heart, 
with a vehement Sy/tole, and Diaſtole of it; 
which ſometimes hath been ſo inordinate, 

that the Pulfation hath not been onely ſeen, 
but heard at a notable diſtance ; yea ſome- 

times it hath been ſo great, that the adjacent 
Rib in young and tender people (who have 
been afflicted with this diſtemper) hath been 
diſlocated, and fractur d, and the Aorta or 
great Artery, hath been much dilated. See 
Fernelius lib. 5. cap. 12. pag. 292. 

This deprav d motion, or Palpitation of 
the Heart, is for the moſt part cauſed from 
ſharp, viſcous and flatuous humours, fre- 
quently arifing out of —— 
2 | tra 
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tranſmitted to the ventricles of the Hearr, 
and adhereth to them, by which the Hearr is 
provoked to a vehement and unequal con- 

traction of it ſelf, without intermiſſion. 

Theſe humours are mov'd and driven for- 
ward, either by their vitious efferveſcency; 
or elle they are ſtirr d by violent motion 
or exerciſe of the Body, eſpecially in the 
quick aſcending of a ſteep hill ; and ſome- 
times they are conſtrain'd, or urg'd by gfic- 
vous Paſſions of the mind. 

Sometimes there have been obſervd fleſh 
Tumours, and Cartilaginous excreſcencies 
in the Subſtance of the Heart, when diſ- 
fected ; and thoſe poor Creatures when li- 
ying were never free from a vehement Pal- 
pitation. 

Alſo Worms have been found in tho 
Pericardium, of ſome that have been diſſec- 
ted aſter death; which without doubt cau- 
ſed: a deprav'd motion, or pulſation of the 
Heart when living. 

That which is cauſed b y fleſhy Tumonts » Progn. 
Cartilaginous excreſoentiel Worms, or any 
other extraneous thing in the Pericirdion, 
or ſubſtance of the Heart, is incurable. 


Bur the Palpitation of the Heart which is 


cauſed by acrimonious, flatuous and viſoous 
humours may be cured. 


Thoſe medicines muſt be — cure. 
f that 
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that cut, and diſcuſs, and temper an acid 
Acrimony. 
The following ulep may ſerve for an ex- 
ample. 
9ulep. Take the Waters of Parſley, n of 


each three ounces; Tincture of Cinamon, 
Syrup of Mint, of each two ounces; Chy- 
mical Oil of Mace ten drops; Spirit of Salt 
Armoniack twenty drops; Laudanum opiat. 
ten grains; mix it, let the ſick take a ſpoon- 
full of it every quarter of an hour, till they 
get ſome eaſe. 


If the diſtemper hath perſever d long; ; the. 


peccant humours muſt be-emptied out by 
purging; and to educe them, I prefer before 
all others, Pills to be made of Gums, ſeein 
they looſen the glutinous humours, and dif 
pole them to be eaſter carried out.

But ſecing not onely the cauſe ought to be 
removed, but alſo the Symptomes aſſwag d, 
by refreſhing the Heart ; you muſt admi- 
niſter cordial Medicines. which have power 
to corroborate the Heart, and to cheriſh 
and ſtrengthen nature.

A Fever is a nonnatural heat, which may 


be ſo termed, becauſe it is more than nature 


requires, for the continual management of 
her vital functions; for when nature is grie- 
ved, or over-burthned by any diſtemper, 
there is a ſtrugling endeavour of nature her 
felf to remove it, which cauſeth this non- 


natural heat.

A continual Fever is that which remains 
from the firſt moment of its invaſion, to the 
laſt of its duration. 

When a continual Fever is very mild, and 
remains but one day; it is called in Greek 
dpnuega,ex & & nuige dies, quod diem durans. 

It is called in Latin Diaria, & Ephemera 


febris. 


This Fever is often excited by fudden paſſi- 
ons of the mind, as vehement anger, Ac.

Lympha, we do not onely comprehend, that 
Lympha which goes from the conglobated 
Glandules,and other parts to the Heart ; but 
alſo the Juice of the Paxcreas, and Spittle it 
ſelf, proceeding from the conglomerated Glan- 
dules, and alſo the Liquour that ariſeth from 
the three-fold ſway of the Guts, all mixt toge-

Neither doth the great thirſt in Fevers, pro- 
ceed from heat and drinefs, as ima true and 
natural thirſt, but from ſome excrementitious 
matter, which adhereth to the ſenſitive fa- 
culty of the internal membrane of the Sto- 
mach, which is common to the Throat, 
Mouth and Lips, as that famous Phyſician, 


and ingenious Anatomiſt Doctour Alexander 


Read, did well obſerve; which is alſo the cauſe, 


that thoſe parts are always afflicted in this 
dry and thirſty diſtemper. | 


In this Symptome, Choler is peccant, not 
onely in a falt Acrimony, but alſo an infla- 


mable oilineſs ; hence the Pulſe is very great, 


and over frequent, c. 


2. Raving 
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2. Raving may be oft obſerv d in many 
Fevers, which is grievous to the ſick for ſome 
time, chiefly when the Fever is malign, or 
The cauſe of this is Choler peccant as a- 
foreſaid, which ſo diminiſheth the viſcouſneſs 
of the Juice of the Pancreas, that it cauſeth 
a vitious Efferveſcency with it, and being 
made ſharper, it produceth a humour not 
much unlike black Choler, which cauſeth 
the Head-ach, and Watchings, and hence 
Ravings, and at length ſometumes Convulſi- 
ons, and Death it felt. | 
There are many more Symptoms belong- 
ing to continual or ſynochal Fevers. 
. As firſt, a ſpeedy waſting of ſeveral parts 
of the body, cauſed by Choler, the Cure 
whereof may be referred to the Cure of a 
Hectick Fever.

body was ſo maciated, that it was ina total 
Atrophia ; and when there was no hopes of 
recovery, the Nurſe gave the Child a little

inches long, very green, and as tough as 


new Cheeſe: After which the Child did won- 
derfully recover and grow fat.

Vapours to the Stomach and, Gullet, and 
there produceth a ſenſe of drought. 

It may alſo pierce through the lactcal

the Spittle, and the other Humours alſo be- 
come too ſalt, by which a great Thirſt is 
ſtirred up and augmented.

Of the Hicket, or Hiccough, . 


HE Hidcket is called in Greek avyyis 
and in Latin fingultus, ex wy cum, & 
gula, quod fere gula flat; vel a ſono gulæ. 
It is called in Engliſh a Sobbing or Vexing, 
being ſomething ſe the Clocking of Hens 
with Chickens, | PEE: 
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This diſeaſe was thought by the Ancients 
to be a deprav'd motion of the Stomach onely, 
by which it ſtriveth to expell ſomething 
which is hurtfull ; but experience doth ma- 


* nifeſt, that it is a convulſive Motion of the 
> Midriff, and not of the Stomach, becauſe 
in this diſtemper, expiration is deprav'd ; and 


this is chiefly perfected by the Muſcles of the 
Belly, both by drawing down the Breaſt, 
and compreſſing all that is contain d in the 
Belly, and driving them forward towards 
the Midriff, and ſo compelling it upward 


(its proper motion together concurring) by 
which a greater ſtraitneſs is made in the 


Breaſt, which cauſeth the Lungs alſo to be 
ſtraitned, and conſequently the Air contain d 
in them to be ſuddenly expir d. 

Iis true, in this diſtemper, the Stomach 


* is primarily affected by ſharp Vapours, Wind, 
or humours whenceſoever proceeding, which 


piercing to the membranous Centre of- the 
Midrift, provoke it by pricking, or corro- 
ding, to perform that convulſive motion; in 
which the Diaphragma is contracted with a 
great force towards the Region of the Sto- 
mach, which ſuddenly and violently driveth 
it forward and outward, the convulſive Mo- 
tion ſoon ceaſing, and again often repea- 
ting. 


The cauſes of the Hicket are either exter- Cauſe, 


nal, or internal, 
| The 
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The external are hurtfull, ſharp and poi- | 
ſonous food, or medicines, taken into the | 
Stomach, by which the Midrift is ſoon af- | 
fected, and compelled to this violent, and 


preſently interrupted convulſive Motion. 


The internal cauſe riſeth up out of the 
ſmall Gut, by the vitious Efferveſcency of 


the humours there meeting ; from whence 
ſharp, halituous or windy Vapours are rais'd 
to the upper Orifice of the Stomach, by 
which it is ſoon corroded ; and thence the 
ſharp flatuous Humours, or Vapours, are 
preſently carried through the Veſſels of the 
Diaphragma, and ſticking in its ſubſtance, 
do corrode its ſenſible parts, and compell 
it to that Convulſive repeating contraction 
of it ſelf. 

When the Hicket is the Symptome of any 
other grievous diſeaſe, as an acute Fever, In- 


flammation, Sc. it is dangerous, and ſome- 


times mortal. 


In moſt ordinary Hickets, the party is eaſi- | 
ly reſtor d, either by ſtopping the Breath, or 


by ſuddenly furprifing them with tear. 


But as often as ſharp poiſonous Food or 


Medicines, or any flatuous humours be in 
the Stomach, &c. cauſing the Hicket ; they 
mult be preſently expelled by an Antimoni- 
al Emetick, which will not onely empty the 
peccant humours upward and —

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but will correct and amend the hurtfull hu- 
mours in the Body. | 
Aſter the Operation of the Emerick, the 
following Cordial Opiate will*conduce to diſ- 
ſipate the moleſting Vapours, which remain 
3 the Mouth of the Stomach; and will 
ſtay the Hicket, and mildly procure ſleep. 

Take the Waters of Treacle, Cinamon, Cordial - 
Syrup of Mint, of each one ounce ; the Was 2244 
ters of Baum and Mint, of each two ouncesss 
Confectio Alkermes two drachms ; Laudanum 
opigtum ſix grains; Spirits of Harts-horn, 

Niter dulcified, of cach twenty drops; 
mix it. : 

Let the ſick often take two ſpoonfulls of 
this Opiate, till they be diſpos d to reſt. 

If this diſtemper be obſtinate, and yields 
not to the aforeſaid Medicine, it ſhews. that 
over-viſcous Humours are conjoin d th its 
Cauſe. 

Therefore in an obſtinate Hicket, it is 
better that the peccant humours be empti- 
ed downwards, with fuch Medicines as will 
both cut, and educe them. For which TI com- 
mend theſe Pills.

The Cauſe of 7leos, or Iliaca paſſio, is an 
excrementitious viſcous matter that doth 
adhere unto the Gut called leo; which in 
time is coagulated into a very hard ſubſtance, 
almoſt in the form of Bullets; (of which I 
have had large experience) whence all paſ- 
ſage through for the excrements by ſiege is 
ſtopt, and anon their regreſs and aſcent to 
the Stomach follows, with a miſerable vo- 
miting of them. | 

The Rupture of the Peritonæum may be 
alſo the cauſe of this grievous diſeaſe, eſpe- 
cially if it be ſo great, that not onely the 
ſmall Guts, but the great ones alſo fall 
through the lacerated hole, either by reaſon 
of their weight, or elſe by the perpetual ap- 
proaching of what is contain'd in them, which 
renders them uncapable to be reduc d, or 
put back through the ſame hole; whence 
the excrements, (having not paſſage dow n- 
wards) are more and more hardned to that 
degree, that they can hardly be diſſolv d, 
ſo that a hard and unſupperable Tumour 
doth ſoon follow, which hinders the reflux 
of bloud, and cauſeth an inflammation, and 
conſequently a gangrene of the Guts, atten- 
ded with a violent vomiting of the excre- 
ments, *till death do- put a period to the 
Patient's miſery. 

Theſe evils are often encreas'd by fo- 
mentations too hot apply'd, as alſo by a pre-

groin, and ſo down to the Os ſacrum, and 
bladder, 'and ends in the right Gut ; whence 
the pain riſing in the circuit and circumfe- 
rence of the Belly below the Navel may truly 
be called Cholical. l 
Cholica Sometimes there is a hot diſtending pain 
Faſſio. with pulſation and inflammation in the latter 
part of the thick Guts called Rectum; and

In theſe various pains of the Guts, there Signs. 


is one while a hot burning with pulſation, 
and other whiles a cold chilneſs ſeemeth to 
be fixt ; pricking, and (as it were) boring 
the bowels; ſometimes there is a diſtenſion of 
the bowels, preſſing them with a ſenſe of 
weight, wonderfully writhing and contort- 
ing them with ſuch a tearing corroding pain, 
that the ſick cannot give an explanation of 
the grief, and miſery which they endure.

The external are wounds or contuſions, 
cauſed by external violence. bs 
The internal cauſes are divers; ſome» 
times Worms may be the cauſe. 
But a burning pain is produced either by 
an obſtruction of the Capillary veins of the 
Stomach or Guts, by which the bloud is 
forc'd to ſtand ſtill in the veſſels till at length 
(after a great diſtenſion) the veſſels burſt, and 
the bloud is eflusd, which breedeth an in- 
flammation, and a maniteſt pulſation about 
the part aflected, by which it may be dif- 
tinguiſrd from any other Kine.

If the pain be chill and cold, it is causd xt 
from the juice of the Pancreas 9”. acid and 


ſharp; which raiſeth a vitious efterveſcency 


with Choler (not oily) and phlegm together, 


as we may obſerve, if we mix Spirit ot Vitri- 


ol with any volatile Salt not oily, how it will 
raiſe an efferveſcency, coupled with a no- 
table Chilneſs, and Coldneſs onely ſenſible ; 1% 
hence we may conclude, that the operation 
of the acid Spirit in producing cold, is much 


promoted by phlegm.

Chamomel , of each two handfulls ; the 
Seeds of Aniſe, fweet Fennel, Dill, the 
Berries of Bays and Juniper , of each one 
ounce; let them be cleanſed , bruiſed and 
boiled in two quarts of Whey till half of it 
be confamed ; then ſtrain it, and add Elec- 
tuary Diaprunum, Cariocoſtinum, Benedicta 
taxativa, of each half an ounce ; Oils of Dill, 
Chamomel, Roſes, of each ſix drachms; Oilof 
Harts- horn ten drops; mix it for two Clyſters. 

The ſmoak of Tobacco may be blown 


into the Clyſter- bladder, and given witn 


it, with good ſucceſs. 

Beſides, a Clyſter may be made of Canary 
wine, or warm Cows Milk, and a little Honey, 
or Maloſſus, and given ſometimes to ſoften 
the hard excrements, and to diſſolve thoſe 
that are too viſcous, whereby they may be 
the eaſter evacuated, and alſo Wind invited 
to an eaſie outlet. 

To drink the Decoction before preſcrib'd, 
will much conduce to eaſe the ſick; alſo of 
the ſame ingredients, you may make ſo- 
mentations and Cataplaſms, 

But if the Patient do not care for the 
trouble of ſuch medicines; you may anoint 
the Belly with this ointment.

It was the common received opinion of 
the Ancients, that the chief cauſe of this 
Diſeaſe, is an obſtruction ot the Cyſtick paſ- 


ſage to the ſmall Gut, ſc that Choler is there- 
by wholly hindred in its natural deſcent ; | 


wherefore it doth aſcend to the Liver, and ſo 
to the Bloud, with which it is transfer'd to 
the habit and ſuperficies of the body, where 
it doth ſhew it ſelf in its colours. 

But it may be manifeſted from many ob- 
ſervations, and experiments, both Anatomi- 
cal, and Practical; that the Jaundice may be 

roduc d without an obſtruction of the paſ- 
ge of Choler.

bodies, in which I have found ſtones not- 


onely in the Gall, but Cyſtick paſlage alſo.

Cyſtick paſſage was not obſtructed, but the 


excrements were dyed yellow, although not 
ſo much as uſual. 

Whence it is manifeſt, that it may be bred 
without any obſtruction in the paſlage afore- 
ſaid.

The external cauſe is the biting of a viper, 
whoſe poiſon is of a ſubtile, volatile and 
ſpirituous nature; which doth ſoon render 
Choler over ſpirituous, after the biting of 
the Serpent. 

But the aforeſaid poiſon being antipathe- 
tical to humane nature, it doth preſently en- 
deavour to defend every individual part from 
the potent killing quality of the poiſon ; 
and therefore doth immediately ſend the 
balſamick bile to antidote the venome ; and 
in circulating with it, the volatile ſalt of the 
Choler is broken, by which it is leſs apt to 
efterveſce with acids, and therefore is eaſily

joyned with the other humours (being one- 


ly confus d with the bloud) by Which the 
uperficies of the whole Body becomes yel- 


lowiſh. 
2. Ebriety, or the abuſe of ſtrong drink, 


may be a procuring cauſe of this Diſeaſe, be- 
cauſe the volatile ſpirit of the drink may be | 


too plenteouſly mixt with Choler , which 
renders it ſpirituous, by which it becomes

The internal cauſe is unexpected ſorrow 
of mind, by which all the humours become 
glutinous and viſcous, becauſe the juice of 
the Pancreas is thereby made more tart. 

It may be alſo cauſed by obſtructions, as 
is before mention d; either by Choler gluti- 
nous, or lapideſcent, or by viſcous phlegm, &c. 


If the cure be not haſtened, a Dropſie,

Many things are antipathetical to fecun- 
dity, as Jet, Glow- worms, Saphires, Sma- 
ragds, the Matrix of a Goat or Mule, like- 
wile Vinegar, Mints, Watercreſles, Beans, Oc. 
all which I adviſe you to avoid, and make 
uſe of thoſe things which have a peculiar 
virtue to help or cauſe Conception, and 
remove Barrenneſs.

Of Abortion or Miſcarriage. 


Bortion is called in Latin Abortus, vel 
intempeſtivus fetus. Becauſe it is an un- 


timely Birth ; the Child being brought forth, 


either dead or alive before its fit time of deli- 


Verance. 

This is the worſt Symptom, thatattends 
breeding Women. 

It may happen from the firſt Moment of 
Conception, to the end of the ſixth Month; 
but it is moſt uſual, in the end of the third, 
or the beginning of the fourth Month. 


The cauſes are either external, or internal. © 


The external Cauſes are a great exceſs in 
things nonnatural, as too great Anger, Fear, 
and other Paſſions, or elſe it may be through 
defect; for if the Mother undergo Penury or 
Famine, or loſe much Bloud, the Child wan- 
teth Nouriſhment. | 

Many times things longed for, and not 
obtained, kill the Child. 

Alſo ſtrong purging Medicines, that pro- 
voke the terms, and all fetid ſmells, falls, 
blows, lifting, carrying, dancing, running, 


riding or any other outward violence, max

with little danger, except itbe the firſt Child, 


and that very big. 
2. Much bleeding, with fainting, raving, 
or Convulſions is for the moſt part mortal. 
To prevent Abortion ; if there be an evil 
diſpoſition of the Body, or Womb, you muſt 
endeavour to remove it; if the Woman hath 
a plethorick Body, let a Vein be opencd in 
the Arme, eſpecially in the firſt ſyxx months. 


If ill humours abound, purge often with 


gentle means. 
This purging Infuſion may ſerve. 
Take of Cinamon, Rhubarb, Anifſe-ſeed, 


and 
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and infuſed in four ounces of Plantain-water 
very hot, for the ſpace of a Night, then 
ſtrain it, and add Syrup of Succory with

The time of a natural Birth ought to be 
accompliſhed in the ſpace of twenty four 
hours ; if the Womans travel continue lon- 

er time with vehement pains and dangerous 
Sym ptoms, it may be called hard labour, or 
difficult Travel in Child- birth. 

There are various Cauſes of hard Labour, 
ſometimes tender Women by reaſon of pain, 
are very fearfull, and do endeavour to hin- 
der pains, and conſequently the Birth alſo. 

Sometimes the Child being weak or dead, 
and not following the Water in Due-time, 


before the paſſage be too dry may be the 


Cauſe; eſpecially if the Mother be weak, by 
reaſon of any Diſeaſe afflicting her, or by 
too much Evacuation of Bloud or there be 
not ſufficient Motion of the Womb, and Muſ- 
cles of the Belly. | 

Sometimes the Child's head may be too 


-big, or the paſſage too ſtrait. 


Alſo the Child may be turned in the 


Womb, and the Hands, Shoulders, Back,

In Latin they are called morbus Remun, 
which comprehends not onely any Ach in the 
Kidneys, but alſo the Stone and Gravel in 
the Reins. 


Nephritick pains may be cauſed divers Cauſe

the leſs, untill the Kidneys themſelves be 
redued to their right temper : For many 
in perſect health have voided much Gravel 
at a time without the leaſt pain, and there- 
fore it is evident that Gravel is onely the pro- 
duct, and not the producer or primitive cauſe 


of this pain. a: 
The Symptoms of Nephritick pains are 5%. 


ſo much like that cauſed by the Stone, that 
they cannot be eaſily diſtinguiſhed ; for the 
ſigns of both are great pain of the Loins, 
loathing or vomiting, there being a great 
conſent between the Reins and Stomach. 

The Patient often piſſeth bloudy water, 
and when the Reins are ulcerated, the mat- 
ter is often evacuated with the Urine. 


Wherein the force of concreting or grow- Cauſe of 


ing together of Stones ( in divers parts of the 
Body) conſiſts, is not enough known; I 
will freely declare what I conjecture in this 
obſcure matter, whereby I may ( according 
to. my ken the more help others (that 
are ingenious) to ſearch out this hidden 
truth. 5 
All the Stones that are generated in the 
| 8 2 Body, 
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Body, may be diſſolved in the ſour Spirit it of 
Salt Peter or Niter ; whence I conclude 
that the Coagulation of Stones cannot be 
expected from an acid Spirit as fuch, there- 
fore from another ſomewhat contrary to it 
in part at leaſt. 

If any conſider the ſeveral things, that 
promote the growing together of natural 
things, they will find that ſuch force is in 
tart things; whence the Glutinouſneſs, and 
Toughneſs of fluid things is wont to be pro- 
duc d; to which if earthy, and volatile falt 
parts be j join d, ſomething will be produc'd 
not much unlike Stones. 

I incline therefore to this opinion, that an 
carthy and falt matter, join'd to that which 
is glutinous, groweth together into Stones 
by help of a tart humour. 

Alſo Gravel of all kinds (that is uſually 
ſeen in the bottom of Urine ) teſtifieth that 
the conglobated Glandules are all affected, 
+ by a frequent external Cold, or elſe by ſour 
things taken in, and when the Gravel is great 
it is then near to the Nature of Stones, yea 
ſometimes groweth together into Stones, 
eſpecially in cold phlegmatick Bodies, wherc 
(for the moſt part )it giveth Stones their firſt 
riſing, and daily cheriſheth their production, 
and increaſeth them; and the more eſpeci- 
ally where a glutinous, ſtone- making faculty 
Goth concur 1n the Body.

Likewiſe thoſe Medicines which are injec- 
ted into the Bladder with a Syringe, ought 
to be agreeable to its Ferment, that it may 
not be painfull thereto; for if but a ſmall quan- 
tity of any ſharp Medicine be injected, it 
ſtirreth up an intolerable Strangury, it being 
wholly foreign to the Ferment of the part. 

And ſeeing the Stone, and all other Dif- 
tempers of the Reins and Bladder, are wont 
to be bred, and increaſed in length of time; 
the Remedies which you adminiſter muſt be 
long usd, before you may have experience 
of their effects. 

Iwill here ſet down ſome choice Medi- 
cines, not onely to hinder the increaſe, but 
to diſſolve ſmall Stones in humane Bodies, 
if they be long enough usd. 

Amongſt which we may deſervedly at- 
tribute the firſt place to Spirit of Niter ( ſee- 
ing Stones of any kind are fo eaſily and 
manifeſtly broken and diſſolved by it) which 
may commodiouſly be mixt in any ordinary 
Drink, or Wine and Broths, &c. to a light 
acidity; whoſe excellent effects all may ad- 
mire,

If the Stone in the Bladder be very big, 


there is little hopes of diſſolving of it, where- 
fore if the Patient ( being in continual pain) 
be willing to ſubmit to Lithotomy ; I ad- 
viſe them to make choice of an experienc'd 
Artiſt; leſt by Precipitancy the Ope- 
ratour neglect to cleanſe the Bladder, 
after the Extraction of the. Stone ; by the 
neglect of which, many have generated the 
Stone again, and have been forced to endure 
that . dreadfull operation the ſecond, and 
ſometimes the third time, under which ma- 
ny have died, and others who recovered, 
have never held their Urine. 

In other Nephritick pains, if the fleſhy 
parts of the Kidneys be obſtructed, they 
may be opened by Diureticks, that cut, at- 
tenuate, and make glutinous Phlegm fluid. 
For example,

morning and evening. 

They who like Juleps better, may uſe this 
or the like. 

Take the Waters of Fennel, Parſley, Pel- 
litory of the Wall, of each two ounces ; 
the carminative Spirit of Sylvius, Syrups of 
Marſh-mallows, the five opening Roots, of 
each one ounce ; Oil of Juniper, Spirit of 
Salt Armoniack, of each ten drops; Spirit 
of Niter twenty drops, Laudanum = four 
grains; mix it, and give three ſpoonfulls 
every three or four hours. 

The Patient may alſo drink freely of the 
mineral Diuretick- waters of Tunbridge, &c. 
which will conduce much to the Cure; eſpe- 
cially if ſome old Diuretick-wine, and a lit- 
tle oily Volatile Salt (made of Diuretick, 
Vegetables) be mixed with the water. 


When 
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When the glutinous Phlegm is prepar'd, 
and looſned, it may be educ'd with ſome 
convenient Phlegmagogue, either in the 
form of Pills or Potion, of which there are 
variety mention d in page 3. and four, &e. 

The fixt Sulphurs of Minerals and Metalls, 
exalted to their higheſt perſection, do (be- 
fore all others) mildly temper all the hu- 
mours; next to which oily Volatile Salts 
come, and Aromaticks next to theſe: By the 
force of which ( prudently us d) not onely 
an efferveſcency of ſomewhat contrary Hu- 
mours ( moſt agreeable to Man's nature ) is 
bred in the ſmall Gut, and afterward in the 
Heart; but the preternatural growing to- 
gether, and uniting of the more ſharp. hu- 
mours (being firſt moderated by them) is 
again diſſolv d inthe Bloud. "Mt 

I ſpeak als chin by experience, and 
becauſe it is of great moment in practice, 
| commend them to the truly Studious of 
Phyſick. 

If the Urine be bloudy, it teſtifieth the 
opening of ſome Veſſel of Bloud in the Kid- 


neys, Ureters, Bladder, or its Neck. 


To heal and conſolidate this harm the 
following is excellent.

The cauſe is either external, or internal. Cn. 


The external, or primary efficient Cauſe, 
is an immoderate drinking of ſtale Beer, 
Sider, or acid Wines, either French or Rhe- 
niſh ; by which an incurable Diabetes hath 
been ofttimes ſuddenly contracted. 

The internal Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, is ſharp, 
ſerous humours abounding in the Bloud, by 
which not onely the whole Maſs of it doth in 
time become too thin, but the nervous Juice 
is alſo thereby ill affected, and conſequent» 
ly the Reins inflam'd, by the continual low- 
ing of the over acid ſerous humours: Whence 
the attractive faculty of the Kidneys is in- 
creas d, drawing the ſeroſity of the Bloud 


more potently from the emulgent Veſſels 


into the Funnels, and provoking the expul- 
ſive faculty, it is ſoon ſent ( through the 
Ureters ) to the Bladder, from whence it i 
often evacuated by piſſing. ;

The ſigns are a continual piſſing, fo that 
much more moiſture is voided, than is ta- 
ken into the Body, by eating and drink. 
ing. 

It is always accompanied with an extra- 
ordinary Thirſt ; the ſick is alſo feveriſſ, 
ſomething like a Hectick. 

If it continue long, it will decay all the 
radical moiſture of the Body, which will 
render it incurable, but if it be taken in the 
beginning, and the Patient be young, it may 
be eaſily cured. 

All things which have power to incraſſate 
the thinneſs of the Bloud, and temper the 


over acidity of the humours, may be admi- 


niſtred in this Diſtemper. | 

In the beginning of the Cure, after a 
ſtool hath been procured by an emollient 
Clyſter, you may open a Vein in the Arm. 

The next day a gentle Purge of Rhubarb 
may be adminiſtred ; but if the Stomach be 
foul, and the ſick can vomit eaſily, you

Fried Mice, the inner Skins of Hens-gir- 
zards, Cocks- weaſands, Pudenda ſuilla, Stones 
of a Hare, Snails with the ſhells, all or any 
of theſe dried: and poudred ; alſo the Pow- 
der of Agrimony, Egg-ſhells, the burnt Aſh- 
es of an Hedge-hog, c. 

Any of theſe may be given in red Wine, 
or in Lime-water chalibeated, which may 
be dulcifi'd with Syrup of Comtry. 

If Phlegm do abound in the Body, you 
may purge it with Phlegmagogues.

Theſe differ onely in degree, for when 
the Urine is totally obſtructed, it may be 
called Iſchuria, but when little is voided, and 
by drops, it may be called Stranguria. 


Theſe diſtempers may be cauſed by viſ 


cous Phlegm, or coagulated Bloud in the 


Ureters, or Urethra, eſpecially if a Stone, or 


ſome Gravel do alſo ſtick in the Paſlage, 


by which the obſtruction will be more 
ſtrengthned. | 


Sometimes it is cauſed by a ſchirrous Tu- 


mour, or other excreſcency of Fleſh, as 2 


Carbuncle, Sc. growing in the Urethra, ot 
Chanel of Urine. 


Sometimes it is cauſed by a prepoſterous 


holding in of the Urine, either, for ſhame or 


want 
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want of opportunity to evacuate it; ſo that 
the Bladder being extremely filld and diſ- 
tended, it hath not power to contract it 
ſelf, hence the voiding of Urine is ſuppreſt. 
It may alſo be cauſed by ſharp humours, 
fretting and ulcerating the internal Superfi- 
cies of the Bladder, by which it is continu- 
ally ſtirred up to contract it ſelf, and expell 
the Urine whici is in it; ſo that the Bladder 
is empty, having little or no Urine in it, as 
I have known by experience. 
This may be called a Baſtard 7churia,which 


may be alſo cauſed by ſome hurt in the at- 


tractive or expulſive faculty of the Reins. 

If the aforefaid Cauſes be violent, it cau- 
ſeth an Iſchuria, but if remiſs, then a Stran- 
gury is ſtirred up, in which there is a per- 


petual Irritation to extrude the Urine, al- 
though ſlowly, and by drops, with exceeding 


pain and trouble. 


Suppreſſion of Urine is dangerous, and if Progr. 


it continue long, it is mortal ; eſpecially if 
the Patient's Breath ftinck of Piſs, or hath 
a Hiccaugh, or Tenaſinus. 


If the Cauſe be in the Neck of the Blad- Cure. | 


der or 7rethra ſtopt, you may clear it, and 
draw away the Urine with a Catheter, as! 
have often done both from Men and Women 

with good ſucceſs. 
If the Cauſe be from the Reins or Ureters,

pains, &c, 8 

Glutinous Phlegm, and coagulated Bloud, 
may be cut and attenuated with Aromaticks 
boild in Water or Wine, and mixed with 
oily volatile Salts, Spirit of Niter, &c. 

Stone-Horſe dung is rich in Volatile Salt, 
wherefore if you mix the Juice of it with

HIS Scourge of tranſgreſſing Huma- 
nity, being as it were a Murrain, or 
common Deſtruction to venereous Perſons, 
may be called in Latin Lues venerea, a xs. 
ſolvo, vel quod Corpus omnino diſſolvit, vel quaſt 


inficit, debito ſupplicio ſcelus luere. 


tine Enemy ( at leaſt in the European parts 
of the World ) was at the Siege of Naples, 
by the French; being brought thither, (as 
ſome Authours affirm) by the Spaniards, 
that came with Chriſtopher Columbus from the 
Weſt Indies, and they like plaguy Perſons 
that croud to infec others (contrary to their 
reſerved temper ) being inflam'd with a ve- 
nereal Itching, and being alſo free of their 
fleſh, they communicated (as a great rarity ) 
this new found foul Diſte nper, to the Italian 
Women, which among others they had en-

luens uſque ad nibil. Lues enim iſta, peſtis eft Lues ve- 
ſpecies, vel qualiſcunque contagio, que homines nerea. 
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groſt to themſelves from the Animal Indians 
in their American Tyrannical Conqueſts. 

Many of thoſe poor Creatures being deep- 
ly infected with the monſtrous Jams ( ſo 
called by the Indians ) from whence this foul 
Diſtemper had its firſt original. 

Hence it was firſt called the Neapolitan, 
and afterward the French diſeaſe; ſince 
which time, many of the precipitant youth- 
full Europeans (to their great Coſts and Pain) 
have been puniſhed with this impure vene- 
real Aﬀect. 

This Itch in ſpite of Mortals will be catch- 
ing, (where there is no fear of God to re- 
ſtrain ) but the beginning natural momen- 
tany Pleaſure, will often urge a ſmartfull 
end; ſo that this is the product of that ſin of 
uncleanneſs, for which God hath pronoun- 
ced, Hebrews 13. 4. Whore-mongers and 
Adulterers God will judge. 

To deſcribe this virulent contagious Di- 
ſeaſe, It is an univerſal ſour taint ot the ſper- 
matick parts; the ſeed in the ſpermatick 
Veſſels being firſt corrupted with a cold in- 
digeſted Putridneſs, is ſometimes conveyed 
outward to the groins, infecting the obſcene 
parts with a filthy eating Cruſty ſcab. 

But if the poiſonous malign quality (got- 
ten by impure Coition ) be transfer d to the 
Liver, which is the chief Subject of its more 
caſie inyaſjon, and its ſpecial reſidence n 
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muſt neceſſarily ſuffer egregious corruption, 
from whence the afflicting taint is diſperſed 
into the whole habit of the Body, vitiating 
and corrupting the Nutrition of every part ; 

by which the ſick becomes wholly cachec- 
tick, and the filthy Pox ( without ſpeedy 
help) tyrannizing with many malign Symp- 


toms, and afflicting both the body and mind, 


doth at length hurry the Patient into the pit 
of ſilence. 


The cauſe is chiefly, the carnal uſe of ca. 


venereous Perſons. 

Alſo Children fucking of thoſe Nurſes 
that are infected, may receive the pollution 
from the poiſonous malignity of the milk.

Of the Rachites, or Rickets. 


| HIS Diſeaſe may be called in Greek 
| paximes, vel ve ris paxtos. 
It may becalled in Latin morbus ſpinalis, 
it _ 3 — the Spine of the Back. 
pinal Diſeaſe is commonly called i 
Engliſh Rickets. "MA 
It 1s peculiar to Children, becauſe they 
abound with a crude phlegmatick matter ; 
or if they labour under a cold moiſt Diſtem- 
per, there is preſently a Penury and Paucity 
of the Animal Spirits; for the Brain, cere- 
bellum, and ſpinalis medulla, being more com- 
: pact 
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em- pact than is wont, is unfit for percolation, 
eed ¶ fo that the moſt ſpirituous part of the Bloud 
cannot pierce, or be ſtrein d through it: 
in Hence the ſeparation of the Animal Spirits 
[ral Nis diminiſht. | 
For the aforeſaid cold, moiſt, phlegmatick 
the Humours, compacting the ſoft ſubſtance of 
the the Brain, Sc. it is thereby too much thick- 
©: ¶ ned and ſtraitned in its porous paſhges. 
<4; The coldneſs of Air, Water, or Snow, ve- 
hemently affecting the Head, ſeems to con- 
firm and prove this opinion; becauſe when 
— | the Glandules of the Brain are affected and 
thickned by a ſtuffing of the Head with 
Coldneſs, then a more ſparing production of 
the Animal Spirits uſeth to follow. 

The eſſence of this Diſeaſe conſiſts not 
onely in the Animal, and vital, but natyral 
Conſtitution alſo, all the Functions being (in 

time) vitiated : For the ſinalis medulla being 
primarily affected, all the Nerves which 
proceed from it ( in its paſſage through the 
ſpina Dorf ) muſt of neceſſity be ſtupifi d, 
and vitiated with a looſe Feebleneſs ; hence 
alſo all the nervous, membranous, and fi- 
brous parts, through which thoſe Nerves 
are carried, or inſerted into, muſt conſe- 
quently be vitiated with an inward weak 
Slipperineſs; ſo that the very ends of the 
bones, as well as all the Faculties of the Bo- 


dy, bear a ſhare in this Diſtemper.

Cauſes 


When the Rickets is confirm'd in Infants, 
it ſeems to have ſome affinity with divers 
other Diſeaſes, viz. a Chronical fever, an 
extenuation or leanneſs of the Body, and an 
Hydrocephalus, and many more, which are 
frequently complicated with this aſſect. 

And indeed not onely this, but moſt o- 
ther Diſeaſes (in proceſs of time) do unite 
unto themſelves other affects of a different 
kind, and therefore (for the moſt part ) 
there is a complication of Chronical diſeaſes 
before Death. 

The Cauſes are either external, or in- 
ternal. 

The external may be any of the Non- 
naturals exceeding, either in exceſs or de- 
fect. 

All things cold and moiſt do powerfully 
contribute to this Diſeaſe, eſpecially an over 
cold and moiſt Air, which is moſt frequent 
in the Spring; the Air being then cloudy, 
thick, rainy, and full of vaporous Exha- 
lations. 

Hereupon the Children of thoſe which 
inhabit near the Banks of the Sea, or great 
Rivers, Ponds or Marthes ; ( that are ob- 
noxious totoo much Rain, or are fed with 
a great Number of Springs ) are more or 
leis ſubject to this affect; for by the Con- 
tinuance of ſuch cold and moiſture, the Bloud 
and Humours becomes too ſlippery, and 

thereſore 
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therefore (in their Circulation) they muſt 


.unavoidably cauſe a ſoſtneſs and looſcneſs i in 


all the parts. 

Alſo experience teſtiſieth tht thoſe Chil- 
dren which are born, and nurſed near the 
Lead-mines in Derby-ſhire, &c. are generally 
affected more or leſs with a languidneſs of the 
Limbs. 

For the Air being inſected with noxiousme- 
talline Exhalations, which. (for the moſt 
part) fight againſt the inherent Spirits of the 
parts, by a kind of venemous malignity ; by 
which the ſpirituous pulſificatiye Force of the 
external parts is extinguiſhed, and the ſtrength 
of the Limbs, and whole Body much weak 
ned and diminiſh'd. * 

Hither we may alſo refer fine ſoft Linen , 
applied actually cold and moiſt, ( being not 
well dried by reaſon of the moiſtneſs ot the 
weather) to the Spine of the Back, which is 
near the Original of the Nerves; the uſe 
thereof being too long continu'd, it cheriſh- 
eth the Roots of this Diſeaſe in that _—_ 
Age. 

Likewiſe Aliments of any kind, which are 
too moiſt and cold; or too thick, viſcous 
and obſtructive, do manifeſtly cheriſh this 
Diſtemper. 

= am ovens to In chat 3 
in Engliſh people, eſpecially the Gentry; an 
eating of much F _ and not uſing frequent 
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labour, or exerciſe, may be a reaſon why 
this Diſeaſe is more common and natural to 
Children in England, than in other Regions, 
perhaps far excceding it both in cold and 
moiſture; as Scotland, Holland, &c. wherein 
this affect hath not been obſerv'd to be very 
common. | 1 
And therefore ebriety and eating of much 
Fleſh, and defect of motion, and want of 
exerciſe doth moſt frequently, and moſt 
effectually concur to the production of it; 
becauſe the inherent heat (in ſtupid and 
ſluggiſh People) is not ſufficient to reſiſt and 
expell the ſuperftuous moiſture by a due 
tranſpiration : By which means the Circula- 
tion of the Bloud is become ſlow and leſned, 
and the production of the vital heat very 
feeble, and weak; ſo that nature is thereby 
forced to permit all the parts of the Body to 
be affected with a certain ſoftneſs, looſeneſs, 
and internal lubricity, more than is meet ; 
which do ſufficiently evince, that this is an 
efficacious cauſe, and a part of the eſſence 
of this Diſeaſe. 

Hence we may eaſily infer that the Chil- 
dren of fuch Parents are more inclined to 
this diſtemper, than others who drink mo- 
derately, and eat leſs Fleſh, and are more 


active and lively. 


The internal Cauſes, are excrementitious 


Humours luxuriant in. the Body, eſpecially 


- Phlegm 
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Phlegm and ſerous humours retained, and 
vitiated, being naturally cold and moiſt, 
and little ſpirituous, and affected with an 
internal ſlipperineſs, wherefore upon a ſu- 
perfluous accumulation of theſe humours, 
the production of this affect ſucceedeth; 
becauſe thereby a Colliquation of the parts, 
and a diſſipation of the inherent Spirits will 
be eaſily introduced; whereby all the parts 
will afterwards be rendred obnoxious to this 
cold and moiſt Diſtemper. 

Many diſeaſes preceding this affect, may 
be the cauſe of it; eſpecially thoſe which do 
extenuate, and much weaken the Body, as 
all Fevers, Sc. And alſo all cold and moiſt, 
phlegmatick, and cachochymick Diſtempers, 
which will induce a ſtupour and dulneſs in 
the affected parts, and cauſe obſtructions. 

Alſo any great Pain, Inflammation, Tu- 
mour, Fracture, Luxation, or any other pre- 
ternatural affect, that hinders the ſtanding 
and playing of the Child, may be ſome 
cauſe of this Diſeaſe. l 

Preſently after the beginning of the Di- Signs. 
ſeaſe, a kind of ſlothfulneſs and numbneſs 
doth invade the Joints, and by little and 
little is increaſed, ſo that daily they are 
more and more averſe from motion; beſides 
in the beginning of this affect, there is uſu- 
ally obſery'd, a certain laxity, ſoftneſs, and 
Aaccidity - of all the firſt affected parts; af 
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guidneſs, and enervation of all the parts 
ſubſervient to motion; ſo that (for the moſt 
part) they ſpeak before they walk, which 
is vulgarly held to be a bad Omen; and if it 


vehemently increaſe, they do not onely to- 


ing, the Pulſe being alſo weak and ſmall ; 


tally loſe the uſe of their Feet, but can ſcarce 
ſit with an erected poſture, and their weak 
and feeble Neck can hardly ſuſtain the Bur- 
then of the Head. 

In the progreſs of the Diſeaſe, the Head 
and Face increaſeth in bigneſs, but the fleſhy 
parts below the Head, are daily more and 
more worn away. 

There is allo obſerv'd in this affect, cer- 
tain ſwellings, and knotty excreſcencies about 
ſome of the Joints; theſe are chiefly con- 
ſpicuous in the Wriſts, and ſomewhat leſs in 
the Ancles, and in the tops of the ribs; the 
Bones in the Armes and Legs, and ſometimes 
the Thighs, and Shoulder- bones wax crook- 
ed; the Teeth come forth ſlowly, and 
with greater trouble than uſual, and at 
length the Breaſt becomes narrow, and the 
Abdomen ſwollen, with an extenſion of the 


Huypochondriacal parts, which hindreth the 


free motion of the Diaphragma downwards; 
and by conſequence doth ſomewhat inter- 


rupt the breathing, ſo that reſpiration be- 


comes difficult, accompanied with cough- 


and 
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and in the increaſe of the Diſeaſe, all tlieſe 
ſigns become more intenſe and evident, and 
many, and more grievous, are daily accu- 
mulated. | 


r. If this Diſeaſe be light and gentle, the Progr. 


Children affected therewith may be eaſily 
reſtored to health; ſometimes by the ſole 
benefit of Age, the vital heat being increa- 
ſed, and ſummoned forth to the external 
parts by the force of ſrequent exerciſes. 

But if it ſo vehemently prevaileth, that 
the increaſe thereof cannot Le prevented 
by the beſt internal means, and alſo moſt 
prudent applications, then there is immi- 
nent danger. 

2. If it proceed from other Diſeaſes, or 
be complicated with them, it will be the 
more difficult of curation ; eſpecially it rhe 
Bones of the Armes, and Legs be crooked, 
and there be great bending and tumour o1 
the Joints of the Wriſts, Ancles and Ribs. 

But if the Symptoms decline, and the 
Child do eaſily endure agitation, and have 
often eruptions in the Skin, as Wheals, Pim- 
ples, or Itch, then there is great hopes of 
recovery. 

3. If they be not cured in five years, they 
will grow deformed and crooked, and ( jor 
the moſt part) will become dwarts, and 
live ſickly, being either Cachectick, or Phthi- 
ſical, till death do put a Period to their mi- 
ſerable Lite, U 4 As 
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Cure. 


As for the Cure of this diſeaſe, both the 
Child and Nurſe muſt keep a good diet 
which is eaſie of Concoction. 

In the mean time you muſt not negled 
the beſt Chyrurgical and Pharmaceutical 
means which will moſt conduce to the ſpee- 
dy recovery of the weakly Infant. 

Univerſals being premiſed, the moſt effec- 
wal and approved Chyrurgical means in 
this affect, are Inciſion or Scarification of 
the Ears, and little Fountains or Iſſues; al- 
though many more may be uſed, viz. Frixi- 
ons, Bliſters, Ligatures, &c. 

Inciſion or Scarification in the Ears, is to 
be pertormed on the Ridge, in the inſide of 
the Ear above the hole ; which muſt be ſtopt 
to hincer the Bloud paſling into it. 

. This Operation muſt be often repeated, 
at leaſt once or twice in a month ; which 
hath proved ſuccesſull when many other 
remedies have been ineffectual. 

Arid here it may be noted, that Scarifica- 
tion being made in that place, muſt needs be 
of greater efficacy than if it were inſtituted 
in any other part of the Ear, or elſewhere. 

1. Firſt, Becauſe the beginning of the fifth 
pair of Nerves is near that place, many of 
their Branches being diſtributed through the 
hollow of the Ear, and are thence convey- 


ed into the Spinalis medulla, from whence it 
Hooteth out little Branches which accompa- 
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ny the Nerves of the marrow of the Back, to 
the ends of the very Legs and Feet; as ma- 
ny 1 Anatomiſts have accurately ob- 
ſerv'd. 

Wherefore Scarification being there made, 
it is probable, that the matter (which com- 
monly oppreſſeth the very beginning of that 
Nerve) is immediately evacuated, ' by which 
it is freed from obſtruction ; and having al- 
ſo gotten vigour (being excited by the pain 
and Inflammation) it driveth out all ſtupid- 
neſs from within it; by which means the 
Branches of the Nerves from thence ariſing, 
which are communicated to the Spinalis me- 
dulla, and many other parts may be in ſome 
meaſure excited alſo. 

2. Becauſe by this means, there 1s a par- 
ticular evacuation of the Head, which is 
wont to be oppreſſed with fullneſs in this 
affect. 

Beſides, the Bloud being ſomewhat leſned, 
the thickneſs and toughneſs thereof muſt | 
thereby be corrected ; and (by conſequence) 
an equal diſtribution of it promoved to a 
more regular nouriſhment of the parts. 

Iſſues in the Neck are alſo much approved 
1n this diſcaſe, becauſe they very much con- 
duce to eſſen the unuſual magnitude of 
the Head, and to evacuate the ſuperfluous 
watrineſs thereof, and repreſs" the inordi- 
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drieth up the too much humidity of the ſpi- 
nal Marrow, exciteth heat, ſtrengthens the 
Nerves, and expelleth the aſtoniſhment, 

As for the Pharmaceutical or Phyſical 
means, you mult be ſure to cleanſe the firſt 
paſſages either by Clyſters, Vomits or Leni- 
tive purgations. | 

When the Belly is Coſtive and the excre- 
ments are hardned, or ſome flatuous hu- 
mours afflict the Bowels with vehement pain, 
then Clyſters are chiefly required ; and they 
may alſo be injected before any preparation, 
Vomit or Lenitive purgation. 

I need not preſcribe any forms, becauſe a 
little Milk and Sugar, with a few Aniſe- 
ſeeds boiled in it may ſerve. 

Alſo an Emollient or Carminative Clyſter 
(that is gentle) may be injectrd when there is 
occaſion, 

Emeticks if well prepared, and prudently 
adminiſtred are very efficacious, and will 
conduce much to the Cure. 

And here I again commend Antimonial 
Vomits before all others. 

1. Firſt, becauſe they not onely power- 
ſully evacuate Crude or corrupt humours, 
and all manner of impurities contained in 
the Stomach by Vomit ; but by an agita- 
tion and commotion, raiſed in all the parts, 
eſpecially in the Bowels, they looſen the 
groſs and viſcous humours adhering to the 
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involutions and labyrinths, by which they are 
expelled by Stool; in which reſpect they are 
alſo profitable againſt torments of the Colick, 


aud very conducible to unlock obſtructions. 


2. They moſt effectually irritate the ex- 
pulſive faculty of all the parts of the Body, 
by which they compell forth the hidden 
and unappearing cauſes of diſeaſes, eſpeci- 
ally of intermitting Fevers ; tor by the very 
ſtraining to Vomit, the Guts are alſo in- 
ſtimulated tocaſt out by ſiege ; the Liver 
poureth away the Choler by the Biliar pore ; 
the juice of the Pancreas 15 voided into the 
ſmall Guts ; the Spleen perhaps doth unbur- 
then its excrement into the Stomach ; the 
Kidneys exern through the Ureters ; the 
Lungs by a ſtrong Cough eject their Phlegm 
through the Wind- pipe; the Head emptieth 
it ſelt of ſalt wateriſh Rheums by the Palate, 
Naſtrils and Eyes; finally the whole Body 
(for the moſt part) is rendred more prone 
to a Diapboreſis, either by a manifeſt {weate 
ing, or elſe by inſenſible tranſpiration. 
f any are afraid of Antimonial prepara- 
tions (though moſt ſafe and potent) they 
may adminiſter Salt of Vitriol, from five to 
ten grains, either in Poſlet-drink or any o- 
ther convenient Vehicle.

The internal Cauſe of all Arthritick pains, 
is the Juice of the Pancreas too acid and

hurt the part; and the longer it continues, 
the more the Pain increaſeth, with redneſs 
and ſwelling of the part affected, and moſt 
commonly attended with a Symptomatical 
Fever. | 

x. The Gout is a Chronical diſeaſe, atten- 
ded with violent Pain, but is ſeldom mor- 
tal, except in very weak Bodies that are 
much decay'd by Sickneſs, or old Age. 

2. If it continue long, till the Joints are 
Knotty, it is incurable, according to Ovid,

But if there be no Knots in the Joints, 
and the Patient is laborious, and the Body 
zs (for the moſt part) ſoluble, and there be 
ſwelling of the Veins called Varices, then 1 
may be happily cured. 
3. If it becomes habitual to the ſick, the 
morbifick Idea is implanted in the vital Spi- 
rit, and transfer d through the ſeed, which 
makes it Hereditary. 

The Cure of the Gout will conſiſt, 

1. Firſt in defending the afflicted Joints, as 
well againſt future Pain, as freeing them 
from that which doth moleſt at preſent. 
2. In the univerſal amendment of the 

juice of the Pancreas. 
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In the correcting and evacuation of the 
vitious Choler. 

4. In the altering and diminiſhing of 
Phlegm any way peccant. 

To aſlwage the preſent Pain I commend 
the following Medicaments, which will 
conduce much to mitigate the ſharpneſs of 
the acrimonious humours in all Gouty peo- 
ple, and eaſe the part affected. 

When there is exceſſive heat, you may 
bathe the Gouty part with this Fomentation 
very hot, with wollen Stuphs, which muſt 
be often renewed. 

Take the Waters of the Spawn of Frogs, 2 
Fumitory, Elder, of each one quart; Vine- 
gar of Mary-golds one pint ; Opium, Cam- 
phire, of each halt an ounce ; mix it accor- 
ding to Art. 

But when the Pain is more corroding tan 
burning, I commend the following to be V 
uſed as the former. 

Take of Treacle-water half a pint; the 
Waters of the Spawn of Frogs, Parſley, of 
each one quart ; Opium, Camphire, of each 
half an ounce ; mix it. 

After Bathing with either of theſe ; apply = 
this Cataplaſm. 

Take Powders of the Roots of Marſh- Pulte. 
mallows, Flax-ſeed, Barley-meal, of each = 
four ounces; new Milk three pints ; boil it = 
to the Conſitence of x: Pulteſs, and add 9 \ 
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of Flax-ſeed, Earthworms, the Ointment 
Martiatum, of each three ounces ; Camphire 
half an ounce ; mix it according to Art. 

Where exceeding heat doth concur, and 
the Body abounds with ſharp Choler ; inſtead 
of * Milk, you may ſubſtitute Butter- 
milk. 

Alſo a Pulteſs made of the Crums of 
Whitc-bread, new Goats or Cows milk and 
Saffron, with Oil of Lin- ſeed, and Earth- 
worms, may be deſervedly commended, to 
aſſwage any Pain. fs 

If the ſick be very phlegmatick, and im- 
potency of motion doth afflict, more than 
pain; then Opiats may be omitted, and 
things more Aromatical may be uſed in all 
external Applications. 

The following Pulteſs, or one like it, may 
ſerve for Example. 

Take the Powders of Orriſ-roots ; the 
Flowers of Chamomel, and Elder, Cum- 
min- ſeeds, Barley-meal, of each four ounces ; 
the Tops of Wormwood, Mints, of cach four 
handfulls ; boil them in two quarts of water 
of the Spawn of Frogs, to the Conſiſtence 
of a Pulteſs; when it is almoſt cold, add 
Treacle-water, Oils of Chamomel, Earth- 
worms, of each three ounces ; mix it. 

Alſo the Root of Briony, and Cuckow- 
pintle bruiſed, and made into a Pulteſs with 
Cow-dung is excellent.

| 
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If you add Volatile Salts of Animals, or 
Vegetables to your Medicines, whether 
Fomentations, Cataplaſms, or Ointments, 
they will be the more effectual. 

You may prepare an excellent Volatile 


Salt of Earth-worms (of great Virtue )) for 


the Gout, which may be reſolved into Li- 
quour by fermentation, and putrefaction. 
It the Gouty Patient do abound with 
Phlegm, or the Juice of the Pancreas exceed 
in an acid Acrimony cauſing a corroding 
Pain ; it may happily be mitigated and re- 
mov'd with Balſam of Sulphur made with Oil 
of Amber, with which let the grieved part be 
embrocated, and it will forthwith raiſe a 
very hot Efferveſcency, which will preſently 


ceaſe again, and remove the great Pain in 
à moment, even to admiration. 


After the pain is over, you may apply one 
of the former Cataplaſms, or ſome Anodyne 
Ointment, to comfort, and ( by degrees ) 


reſtore again the membranous parts. 


The following Linament may ſerve for 


Example. 


Take Oils of Earth-worms, Scurvigraſs, Linament. 


Saint John - wort, of each one ounce; Chy- 
mical Oils of Roſemary, Rue, of each twenty 
drops; mix it. 

Afterwards, you may apply a Plaſter of 
De minio cum ſapona.

In the mean time, inward means (to take 
away the Cauſe, and eaſe the pain) muſt not 
be neglected. 

It the Patient have a plethorick Body, 
after a Stool hath been procured, by a Car- 
minative Clyſter, with Electuar. Caryocoſti- 
num, &c. Let a Vein be opened. 

Bloud drawn from the Vena poplitis, or 
ſciatica Vein, hath been ſuccesfull in the 
ſciatica. 

But Leeches applied to the Hemorrhoidal 
veins, are effectual in all Gouts. 

Two or three days after bleeding, you 
may adminiſter the following Pills. 

Take of Pills Hermodactils, fætidæ, ex 
duobus, Mercur. dulcis, of each one ſcruple; 
mix it for two doſes, and give them in the 
Morning faſting. 

Or you may give half a drachm or two 


ſcruples of pul. Arthriticus in any convenient 
Vehicle. 


But if the ſick be inclining to vomit, ad- 


miniſter an Antimonial Emetick. 
You may purge and bleed fo often as you 


ſee occaſion. 


Iſſues near the part affected, and alſo to 
raiſe Bliſtersupon the part, have been found 
by experience to be very effectual. 

Alſo bathing and ſweating in nitrous or

ſed and infuſed in ſix quarts of Spirit of 
Earth-worms compound for the ſpace of 
twenty-four hours, then diſtill it inan Alem- 
bick according to Art. 

The Rheumatiſm is called in Greek fwpe- Rheuma- 
neue, ex pie fluo ; it being a diſtillation of umu. 
Rheumatick humours, not onely affecting j 
the Joints, but the adjacent parts, yea ſome- 
times the whole Body; eſpecially the Muſ- 
cles, Membranes, and Perioſtium of the 
Thighs, Legs, and Hip-bones. | 

The humour is of a very malign Nature, | | 
and ſoon cauſeth a Carioſity of the Bones, if 
it be not prevented. |
